their darndest to help tho customer 
when he pets into a tight place.

Anent 
the article 
In .*"**>' 
News concerning the complaint about 
the condition of the resurfacing or 
the old trick pavement on N. Ma«}- 
st from Wayne-st to the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, the 
following 
ob- 


servations are, I believe, pertinent: 


First 
The work is not complete. 


The seal coat was never put on be- 
cause bad weather prevented it. 


Second. 
The 
conditions 
under 


which it was done were most unfa- 
vorable to the doing of good work. 
For a first class job the atmosphere, 
the pavement surface and the mate- 
rials must all be hot and dry when 
the materials are 
applied 
These 


conditions did not obtain at the time 
cthe work in question was done 
It 


was not until August 2 a, 1921, that 
it could be ascertained how much 
mouey was to be transferred to the 
city from the county on the second 
semi-annual distribution of the auto 
license fund, which was 
the 
only 


money available for street repair. 
After that date materials had to be 
purchased and assembled before the 
Work could be started. 
During the 


hot. dry weather of July and August, 
which was ideal for such work, it 


quested the council more than once 
to authorize such an advance draw 
as provided by the state law. 


Third. The result of the applica- 


tion oi the materials under proper 
conditions may be observed in Lima 
on W.- Market-at between the Square 
and Elizabeth-st. This work was 
done also during the 
summer of 


1921. 
In Middletown, Ohio, one of 


the main traveled thorpfares is_ re- 
surfaced with the same ' materials,, 
applied under proper conditions. It 
has been in use for many-years and 
is yet a first class pavement. 
Fourth. Investigation has shown 


conclusively that it" is impossible to 
remove and relay the brick -pave- 
ment on N. Main-st between 
the 


Square and the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. The only choice is either re- 
surfacing over , the present 
brick 


pavement .or an entirely new pave- 
ment from top to bottom. The por- 
tion between Wayne-st and 
the 


Pennsvlvania was chosen for experi- 
mentation so that in the future the 
results might be under observation.

Editor, The Lima News: 


Anent 
the article 
in 
Fridays 


News concerning the complaint about 
the condition of the resurfacing or 
the old trick pavement on N. Maln- 
st from Wayne-st to the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, the 
following ob- 


servations are, I believe, pertinent: 
First The work is not complete. 


The seal coat was never put on be- 
cause bad weather prevented it. 


Second. 
The conditions under 


which it was done were most unfa- 
vorable to the doing of good v/orK. 
For a. first class job the atmosphere, 
the pavement surface and the mate- 
rials must all be hot and dry when 
the materials are 
applied 
These 


conditions did not obtain at the time 
th« work in Question was done.^u 
was not until August 25, is-si, «.•"*- 
it could be ascertained how much 
mouey v/as to be transferred to the 
city from the county on the second 
semi-annual distribution of the auto 
license fund, which was the 
only 


money available for street repair. 
After that date materials had to be 
purchased and assembled before the 
tvork could be started. 
During the 


hot, dry weather of July and August, 
which was ideal for such work, it 
was necessary to allow the street 
repair department to remain idle 
because it was impossible to obtain 
an advance draw of the auto license 
funds from the county, altho I re- 


quested the council more than once 
to authorize such an advance draw 
as provided by the state law. 
Third. The result of the applica- 


tion of the materials under proper 
conditions may be observed in Lima 
on W. Market-at between the Square 
and Elizabeth-st. This work was 
done also during the 
summer of 


1921. 
In Middletown. Ohio, one of 


the main traveled thorpfares is re- 
surfaced -with the same materials, 
applied under proper conditions. 
It 


has been in use for many-years and 
is yet a first class pavement. 
Fourth. Investigation has shown 


conclusively that it'is impossible to
